Death’s Clean Sweep in the Virginia 
Mine in Alabama. 


Terrific Explosion is Believed to Have Been Caused by 
Accumulation of Dust—Class of Men Employed Was 
the Best in the Birmingham District Details of the 
Disaster May Never Be Known if All Perished.

IRMINGHAM (Ala) Feb. 20.—By an explosion in the Vir- 
B . ginia mine, about eighteen miles southwest of Birmingham, 
at 4o’clock this afternoon, between one hundred and ten 
and one hundred and thirty ‘five union miners were entombed, and 
it is believed the entire number suffered an awful death. Scores 
of vigorous rescuers are at work digging into the mine to relieve 

their friends and comrades on the inside. 
The explosion is believed to have been caused by an accumu- 
lation of dust. It is also believed that, as the entire quota has 
probably been killed, the details of the cause of the disaster 


The camp is almost isolated from the rest of the world, as 
there is no telephone station at Virginia, and the only wire run- 
ning to the place is a dispatcher’s wire of the Birmingham 
Mineral Railway, on which Virginia is located. Details of the 


The class of miners employed was the best in the district, and 
all belonged the United Mine Workers of America. Since the 
strike has been on in the Birmingham district, many of the most 
industrious and thrifty miners of Pratt City and other important 
mining points have removed to the Virginia mines, so that the 
mines were being worked to their full capacity by the most skill- 


Relief trains with surgeons and workmen were dispatched 
from both Birmingham and Bessemer as soon as the news of the 
disaster was learned. They began thé work of succor in earnest 
before 6 o’clock, and at midnight had not dug half way through 
the mass of debris. It is thought it will be 10 o’clock tomorrow 
before the interior of the stope is reached.

HAS FALLEN THROUGH. 


Government Not in Position to Buy 
at Present—International Difficulties 
Intervene — Investigation Ordered 
With View to Removing Obstacles. 


ASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—(Ex- 

clusive Dispatch] The prop 

osition to have the United 
States government purchase the prop- 
erty of the California Development 
Company at Imperial for $3,000,000 
and then sell it to members of the 
Water Users’ Association has fallen 
through for the present. 

All this comes as a result of the de- 
cision reached by Assistant Atty.-Gen. 
Campbell that the United States gov- 
ernment cannot, under the present 
law, that is, under the terms of the 
Reclamation Act, purchase all of the 
California Development Company's 
property nor hold all of it, as some 


lof that property lies within Mexico. 


Copies of this decision were made 
public in Washington today, but prior 
to the publication of the decision there 
had been a conference of government 
officials with Mr. Heber and also with 
Mr. Rankin, who represents the Water 
Users’ Association. 

At this conference, Heber told the 
government officials that he is 
through with negotiations with the 
government over this matter, and de- 
clared that the offer for sale was 
withdrawn. Rankin, however, ap- 
peared to believe that further negotia- 
tions ought to be had, and that some 
way might be found to have the gov- 
ernment take over the works in order 
to turn them, in time, over to the 
water users, who, Rankin said, are de- 
sirous of owning them.

“Treaiing the transaction as a pur- 
chase for the United States, obstacles 
seem io be insuperable. The act of 
June 17, 1902, contains no provision 
specifically or impliedly authorizing 
the purchase of stock in any foreign 
corporation, and the articles of con- 
cession held by the Mexican corpor- 
ation declare that said corporation 
shall not sell or mortgage the conces- 
sions made to any government or for- 
eign state, por admit it in partner- 
ship. Any transaction intended to 
evade this prohibition would probably 
be considered oy the Mexican govern- 
ment as just cause for declaring the 
concession forfeited. These concessions 
involve rights which are evidently con- 
sidered as valuable in connection with 
reservations insisted upon by the de- 
velopment company in the 
submitted. The preservation of these 
rights is evidently, in the view of 
said company, an in ele- 
ment in the transaction. 

“Because of the peculiar conditions 
obtaining in the Imperial Valley, ana 
of the unusual surroundings of the in- 
habitants, | have, with exceeding re- 
luctance, recched the conclusion that 
the relief intended to be afforded by 
the proposed transaction cannot be en- 
com in this way. The results 
accomplished in the way of reclaiming 
lands in this district are large and the 

energy necessaryily expended in bring- 
ing about these results worthy of ali 
praise. To the end that results already 
accomplished in this reclamation work

The re- 
sumption by the company of the pur- 
chase Of Kansas oll, he said, undoubt- 
edly was decided upon in view of the 
action taken by the House of Repre- 
sentatives in requesting an investiga- 
tion. It would not surprise him, 
either, he said, if the price of crude 
oll should be advanced gradually on 
account of the present agitation. 


Mr. Campbell assured the President 


that neither he nor the people of 
Kansas desired that any injustice 
should be done on either side of the 
question. 

The President will have a confer- 
ence soon with James R. Garfield, 
Commissioner of Corporations, who 
will direct the inquiry.

The address, which is couched in the 
most loyal terms, prays God to grant 


health and long life to the beloved won- 
ach and his family, and renders hearti- 
est thanks to the former for the aboli- 


tion of the burden of collective respon- 
sibility for taxes and lightening ar- 
rears of land payments; praises his so- 
licitude for the welfare of his subjects, 
as shown in the manifestos of August 
156 and December 2%, and at the same 
time points out that In the many years 
since lands were diveded the popula- 
tion has almost doubled: and the allot- 
ments, which are burdened with heavy 
dues and taxes, are utterly inadequate 
to satisfy the needs of the peasants, 
and that it is impossible to rent more 
land on account of the advance in 
prices, which are almost fourfold in 
the last fifteen years. The address con- 
cludes: 

“We humbly request, Sire, that you

CAUSES OF DISCONTENT. 
WORKMEN TO HELP FINT’ WORK. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 20.—Sena- 
tor Shidlovaki,, president of the com- 
mission appointed by Emperor Nich- 
Glas to ascertain the causes of discon- 
tent among the working classes of St. 
Petersburg, in a note issued today, in- 
vites the employers and workmen to 
elect representatives to sit on the com- 
mission. Factory owners and contrac- 
tors employing not less than a hun- 
dred persons are entitied to elect five 
representatives of the different indus- 
tries, while the workmen of the vari- 
ous establishments can choose elec- 
tors, who, March 3. will elect forty- 
five delegates to serve on the commis- 
sion. Each establishment employing 
100 to 500 persons is entitied to choose 
one elector, and those employing 600 
to 1000 preons are entitied to an elec- 

tor for each 580 workmen. 
Both men and women are entitied to 
vote, but delegates must be men who 


have worked at least a year in their 
respective factories, and must be free- 
ly elected by the workers themselves, 
without interference on the part of the 
employers. 

The note issued by Senator Shidlov- 
ski guarantees the personal safety of 
the delegates.

LONDON, Feb. 20.—In moving as an 
amendment to the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne the dec- 
laration that “the present system of 
government (of Ireland) is oppose! to 
the will of the Irish people,’ ‘John E. 
Redmond led the Iris? party in the 
House of Commons today in an attack 
that contained for the Conservative 
ministry more of menace than lay in 
the fiscal debate precipitated by Mr. 
Asquith’s amendment last week, The 
Redmond amendment was carefully cal- 
culated, in fact, to undermine the gov- 
ernment’s majority. Interest in the 
debate was intensified by a well-defined 
report in the lobbies, of which 
quickly spread elsewhere, that the 
Earl of Dudley had resigned the Lord 
Lieutenancy of Ireland. This report, 
which was given wide credence, put 
heart in the Nationalists, who made the 
attack on the Earl of Dudley one of the 
features of their speeches. 

The debate drew crowdei galleries 
and peers especially were notable, 
among them the Duke of Abercorn, the 
Marquis of Londonderry, the Earl of 
Aberdeen, the Earl of Cadogan, the 
Ear! of Westmeath, the Earl of Ash- 
burnham and others interested in Ire- 
land. It was generally believed that 
the debate would bring out a sensa- 
tiona) scene, but while anything of this 
character was entirely lacking through- 
out the afternoon and night sessions, 
the critical situation, coupled with the 
clever tactics of the Irish Nationalists, 
kept the galleries interested an! alert 
until midnight.

“Mr. President: We are here to ex- 
press regret that the recommendation 
In your last annual message for the 
Sppointment of a committee to study 
and report on the resources of the 
eat oriental markets as a field for 
American trade and enterprise has not 
received the attention which it de- 
served from Congress. 

“We Beg that the recommendation be 
renewed in a special message to Con- 
gress, and we do so as the spokesman 
of the Southern Interstate Congress 
held in New York last month, which 
Wmanimousiy adopted a resolution 4i- 
reecting this committee to submit the 
question of how to enlarge the markets 
for our cotton products te your atten- 
tion. The interest of no two classes 
are more closely allied, nor so mutually 
dependent as of the cotton producers 
and cotion manufacturers, One can- 
her ne thtive at the expense of the 

r. 

“Mr. President, the full value of a 
ram material is only obtained when 
manufactured nearest the point where 
that raw material is produced. We are 
producing far more food and clothing 
material than we need for heme con- 
sumption, and we must either curtail 
production, or find outside markets for 
the surplus; that latter, wé 
can be Gone with profit and justice to 
all and with injury to none. We be- 
lieve that the 
with overproduction in its cotton in- 
dustry, but that under proper methods 
of distribution there is a market for all 
that we can produce.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 0.—{Exclusive 

Dispatch.) Owing to the dilly-dally tac- 
tics adopted by the Senate, railroad rate 
legislation has gone ty the beards for 
this session, and nothing will be done 
upon that important matter until about.

Public Work in Philippines. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. After con-

PORT ARTHUR. 


RUSSIAN OFFICERS: ARRIVE AT 
VICTORIA ON THE TARTAR. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

VICTORIA (B. C.) Feb. 20.—Among 
the arrivals from the Orient on the 
steamer Tartar « @ Chi.f Officer Trip- 
let Second Officer Leek and A. I. 
Johnson, engineer of the steamer King 
Arthur. a blockade runner which car- 
ried foodstuffa and munitions from 
Bombay to Port Arthur, arriving ten 
days before the fortress fell. They are 
bound to England. 

Russian officers on the Tartar 
clude the commander of the 
forts on Tiger's Tall, Lieut. Below. He, 
with others of the crew of the battle 
ship Sevastopol, was assigned to shore 
duty. Over six hundred of the 700 men 
on the Sevastopol were sent ashore, 
and all the big guns of the warship 
were taken ashore. Only some small 
pieces were left on the battleship when 
she was destroyed, and less than a 
hundred men were on board. Four tor- 
pe loes struck her. Then she was scut- 
tled, most of her crew escaping. The 
Bevastopol was sunk in deep water. 
Other warships may be recovered, but 
she will not. Lieut. Below thinks Port 
Arthur could not have been held much 
longer. There was no feod and not 
much ammunition for the large ord- 
nance, though plenty for the small 
pleces. r the last two and a hat 
months of the slece nm junkse arrived. 

The Russian officers claim Gen. 
Kondratenko, chief of engineers, and 
Gen. Biely, chief of artillery, were the 
heroes of the siege.

District Attorney A. M. Seymour oc- 
cupied the entire morning in Judge 
Hart's court replying to the argument 
Saturday by Attorney H. V. Moore- 
house on the demurrer filed on behalf 
of Senators Emmons and Bunkers. 

In answering the argument made by 
Moorehouse that the Legislature has 
no power to investigate private corpo- 
rations, Seymour held that it was not 
necessary to have any investigation 
brought to the attention of the com- 
mittee to prove bribery. The fact that 
the accused had been charged with ac- 
cepting money for their votes brought 
them under the authority of the courts 
also, pleaded the District Attorney. 

Detrict Attorney Seymour concluded 
his argument this afternoon and At- 
torney H. V. Moorehouse began his re- 
buttal, sustaining the demurrer to the 
indictment filed against Emmons and 
Bunkers. 

When the Senate convened = shortly 
after II o'clock this morning, Senator 
French asked to be excused for the 
day. The request was granted. No 
reference was made to the absence of 
Senators Wright. Emmons and Bun- 
kers, who left to hear the argument 
on the latters’ arraignment in Judge 
Hart's court. 

Senator Emmons was taken in after 
hearing the news that the bribery in- 
vestigation. xommittee had recommend- 
ed his expulsion from the Legislature. 
He is now confined to his bed and his 
physician reports that he is suffering 
from a slight attack of appendicitis.

Either Appropriation Sufficient for 
Repair of Old Buildings or Author- 
ity to Sell Present Site and Rein- 
vest Proceeds in Boyle Heights 
Realty is Desired.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 20.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Dr. Millspaugh, superin- 
tendent of the Los Angeles State Nor- 
mal School, has been in Sacramento for 
the past week endeavoring to forward 
legisiation for the relief of the insti- 
tution of which he is the head. It is 
either desired to obtain a sufficient ap- 
propriation for the repair of the old 
buildings or else obtain authority to 
sell the present site of four and one- 
half acres near the city park, reinvest 
the money in a new site on Boyle 
Heights or other suburban property 
and with the difference in values de- 
tween the two locations build a new 
set of buildings. Most of the Los An- 
geles delegation do not favor this lat- 
ter plan. 

Assemblyman Phil Stanton, discuss- 
ing the subject today, said: As chair- 
man of the Was and Means Commit- 
tee, I believe the wisest policy will be 
to report favorably McCartney's two 
appropriation bills, carrying $50,000 for 
repairs and $9000 for new furniture, re- 
spectively, for the Los Angeles State 
Normal School. The idea of committing 
th: State to the policy of selling the 
present magnificent site of the Los An- 
gelexs Normal School within the next 
few years strikes me as a bad business 
proposition. 
believe that property in ten years 
will be worth in the neighborhood of 
$1,000,000. If we sold it now we could 
ge: barely $225,000 for it, buildings and 
all. I think the State can make no 
better investment than to hang right 
onto that superb location until it 
reaches the top-notch prices of realty 
values. 

“If the Los Angeles Normal School 
needs repairs, additions or new fur- 
nishings. I think the best way is to 
make appropriations for that purpose. 
I think McCartney's bills carrying 
money for that purpose will be re- 
ported out of the Ways and Means 
Committee in a day or two.” 
TRADING-STAMP BILL. 
Senator Kean's bill making it a mis- 
demeanor to issue trading stamps with 
purchases passed the Assembly this 
morning. Coghlan of San Francisco ex- 
plained the measure. He described 
stamp-trading concerns as a parasite 
upon the legitimate commercial growth 
of California. 
“Commercialiem is at omce the bane 
and the blessing of our State,” said 
Coghlan, “but there are certain forms 
of commercialism bordering. upon 
fraud. The gambling evil, I believe, 
we will do well to pull up before its 
roots have struck too deep into our 
commercial life. This bill is aimed at 
fina! extermination of the stamp-trad- 
ing evil. In support of it. I can only 
say that, through the operations of 
stamp-trading concerns, $480,000 is an- 
nually taken away from the legitimate 
retail trade of San Francisco and 
poured into the coffers of other cities.” 
No opposition to the measure devel- 
oped in the House and the bill passed 
by a large majority. The bill has 
passed the Senate and now goes to the 
Governor for his signature. 


THE LEGISLATURE. 
THIRTY-SIXTH SESSION. 

(RY THE A®SOCIATED PRESS--A.M.! 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 2.—ASSEM- 
BLY.—Senator Keane's trading-stamp 
bill, prohibiting giving coupon devices 
with sales of merchandise, was finally 
passed today. The measure, having 
been passed by the Senate, will now 
go to the Governor. In support of the 
bill, Assemblyman Coughlan stated 
that in San Francisco alone $480,000 a 
year was taken out of the pockets of 
the retail tradesmen to support the

found to be unconstitutional. The vote 
on the bill was almost unanimous. 


FIVE BILLS APPROVED. 
THREE ASSEMBLY BILLS VETOED.

Senate Bill 38, by Ward—Amending 
the street-improvement act permitting 
city councils to order the oiling or re- 
olling of streets in the same way that 
macadamizing or remacadamizing may 
be ordered. 

Assembly Bill 281, introduced by the 
Committee on Ways and Means—in- 
creasing the salaries of three watch- 
men employed at the Capitol and one 
at the Governor's mansion from $90 to 
$100 a month. 

Assembly Bill 215, by Drew—Delating 
to holidays. 

Three Assembly bills were vetoed by 
the Governor, as follows: 

Bill No. 227—Providing for the burial 
of ex-Union soldiers on the ground that 
the law already provides for defraying 
expenses of such interments.

FLOOD OF NEW MEASURES. 
“PRESENTED IN BOTH HOUSES. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRES3—P.M.} 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. — As this 
was the fiftieth day of the Legislature 
and the last, under the law, on which 
new bills could be introduced in either 
house without the consent of two- 
thirds of the members, a flood of new 
measures were presented in both 
houses. 

Noteworthy among the bills intro- 
duced in the Assembly were the fol- 
lowing: By Lynch, prohibiting the use 
of dredgers which leave the ground 


undesirable for future agricul- 
tural purposes; by Burke, relating to 
the liabilities of casualty insurance 


corporations, and the determination of 
the loss reserve of such corporations,

lands: by Keane, to regulate placing, 
installing and maintaining electric-

SLAYS THREE. 


— 

Son of Old Chief Tacopah 

Starts in Pursuit 
— 

He Will Uphold Honor of 
Slauson’s Piute Friend. 
— 
Shocking Tragedy Recalls 
Local “Plug” Incident. 


(SPECIAL CORKESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


BEATTY (Bullfrog Mining District, 
Nev.,) Feb, 12.—A triple tragedy of 
the desert happened last Tuesday at 
Ash Meadows, an isolated camp some 
distance from here, and news of it was 
brought in to —eatty yesterday by a 
mounted Indian messenger, riding 
hard. 

It seems that Bob Black, a noto- 
riously bad Piute, became crazed by 
liquor furhished him by a Swede who 
keeps a little shack store at Ash Mead- 
ows. At 3 o'clock in the afternoon of 
the day mentioned he started in to 
shoot up the section. He put a rifle 
ball through his equaw's heart, and 
left her dead in their tepee. His next 
victim was rilie Bruce, a peaceable 
Indian, whom the drunken fiend shot 
down and murdered in cold bicod. 

“Ash Meadows” Frank, also a Piute 
interfered in an attempt to overpower 
Bob Black and save Bruce's life. He 
received a rifie ball in the breast, and 
was dying at the time the messenger 
started for Beatty. 

The  <drink-crazed savage then 
mounted his horse and rode ott into 
the desert. He is now at large, armed 
with rifle and six-shooter—weapons in 
whose use he is an expert. 

News of the triple tragedy first 
reached members of the tribe at Far- 
ump, and they dispatched the mes- 
senger to Beatty to inform their chief, 
John Ta h. This morning Chief 
John and his trusted lieutenant, Bob 
Scott, buckled on their guns and rode 
out into the desert, determined to trail 
the outlaw and capture him, in which 
event he will be dealt with according 
to tribal laws. For the present, it is 
understood, the case will be left en- 
tirely in the hands of the Piutes, 
whose efforts for capture and punish- 
ment probably will not require rein- 
forcement at the hands of the whites. 
The chief, ordifarily an easv-going, 
peaceable savage, has been aroused by 
nis people to energetic action on the 
representation that the good name of 
his tribe and the reputation of his 
father—who for many years was chief 
before him—are at stake. 

No Indian bore a better char- 
acter among the white people of this 
sparsely-#ettied d region than old 
Chiet Jenn 7 father of the 
present head of the tribe. He is under- , 
stodd to have died, near Parump, re- 
ceritly, in the peace of a ripe old age. 
For the last thirty vears it had been 
his habit to make periodical visits to 
Los Angeles; ud upon returning his 
main Doast was wont to be that he had 
seen his „ J. 8. Siauson, the 
capitalist and retived banker of that 
city, in the proud possescion of whose 
friendship Tacopah held himeelf dig- 
nined above the common run. 


A FEATHERED PLUG. 
RECALLED IN LOS ANGELES. 
Mr. Slauson's attention was called 

to the foregoing correspondence yes- 
terday afternoon. “I did not know 
untii now.“ he said, “that old 
Tacopah was decd; but the last time 
I saw him, 4 year or more ago, he 
was pretty ‘tottery.’ I was never on- 
ored. with the acquaintance of old 
John's son, referm-d to here as hav- 
ing succeeded his father in the chief- 
taincy, but I had h-erd of alm as chop- 
pin: wood for white people on the edge 
of the desert. The old man had several 
sons. 

“I first ran across John Tacopah at 
Resting Springs, on the old Salt Lake 
treil, 6 miles east of Death Valley, 
in I., when I was mining in that 
region. He was master of a few words 
of ‘English, and by supplementing 
them with eloquent gestures and a 
store of vigorous if doumful Span- 
ish, managed to make himeeif gener- 
ally -understovd. Upon returning to 
Los Angeles the following year, I 
bought a high. silk fat, took it to a 
harness maker and had it vainglo- 
rolusiy adorned with yellow straps, 
nickel-plated buckles and like truck, 
and shipped it out to Tacopah. 

“I was not long in hearing from des- 
ert tr velers of a certain Piute chief 
who, dwelling with his people in the 
remote places, would take to 
seek out white wayfarers and inform 
them: ‘You sabe +.auson? Slauson 
dr good man. Him my pard. Huh!“ 

“Chief John was so well known and 
so universally Lked by the whites 
that Le had the privilege of free trans- 
portation to Los Angeles and return 
whenever the lust of travel put him 
in notion. In my bank one morning I 
was surprised to be accosted by Taco- 
pan. in charge of a policeman. He 

deen picked up the previous even- 


ing while 

search of and 
all interrogations was to produce a 
card bearing my name, a observe: 
‘You sabe Slauson? Damn good man. 
My pard. Huh" 

“Putting together as two and two 
the savage'’s rater remarkable head- 
gcar—he was wearing all that was left 
of my gift hat—and his one mono- 
syllabic explanation to all forms of 
questionings, the police gathered Taco- 
pah into safe keeping for the night. 

“The next morning I made out from 
him that he had slept in an ‘iron ho- 
tel,” «nd enjoyed a ‘bueno breakfast.’ 
I had the policeman buy him a second 
and more substantial dejeuner, after 
which I took the chief to a hatter’s 
and bought him « new silk tile. We 
then invaded a milliner's shop and 
had the glossy stovepipe togged out. 
Tacop.h and I spent a full hour select- 
ine the gayest shade of red plush rib- 
bon in stock. It was banded soberly 
around the beaver’s crown, a crim- 
son feather added by way of plume, 
and out into the astonished streets 
w strode—a quiet and respectable 
banker arm in arm with the most in- 
tensely dignified Piute chief that ever 
the West produced. 

“The last time I saw John Tacopah 
in Los Angeles he wore a batt 
siouch; that er had gone the way 
of the flesh. He had an ugly. Racking 
cough, and his old strength was so 
s) -ttered that when we were waiting 
for garments in a Main-street store 
he was not too proud to sit down on 
th. floor and rest. 

“Chief John Tacopah was a living 
refutation of the istaken and unjust 
belief of many ofs that the only good 
Injun is a dead Injun.” 


VANGELISTS 
SAY FAREWELL. 


GOOD WORD PASSED ALL ALONG 
THE LINE. 


Great Audience Packs First Metho- 
dist Church to See Close of the 
Revival Campaign — Evangelists 
Will Separate and Meet Next Month 
in Portland. 


The farewell and good-cheer meeting 
held in the First Methodist Church 
yesterday morning, to mark the close 
of the great campaign of evangelism 
that has had the city in its grip for 
the past three weeks, Was a great end- 
ing of the work. 

Rev. William Horace Day, the et- 
ficient and devoted chairman of the 
local executive committee of twenty- 
five, took advantage of the occasion to 
make a strong congratulatory address 
upon the influence the revival would 
have in causing ministers and church 
members to think of “the other family 
around the corner where rel fer- 
vor burns as brightly as it d at our 
own fireside.” 

Dr. Robert Mcintyre, pastor of the 
First Methodist Church, who has taken 
a most active part in the meetings, 
had a little sport at the expense of 
the Presbyterians. He said he was 
baptized a Presbyterian but had later 
met the Methodists and went on to 
perfection; that the Methodists once 
took the lead for religious zeal but the 
Pentecostal fire had now touched the 
Presbyterians, and he was glad to be- 
lieve that they had been chosen of God 
to lead in the great revival movement 
that is to claim the world for the 
church. 

Dr. Henry Ostrom expressed the be- 
lief that the revival Was not to stop 
by reason of the end of this special 
campaign. 

Dr. R. A. Walton spoke in the same 
vein and took a final shot at Ascot 
Park as a place that lured boys and 
girls to destruction. 

Rev. John Elliott expressed himself 
as being glad that God had willed it 
that he could have part in such a 
campaign as this and said it was worth 
the work of a lifetime. 

Rev. Tilman Hobson said in parting 
that the hearts of the evangelists were 
left with the city and he hoped the re- 
vival would continue unabated. 

r. W. K. Biederwolf and Dr. H. W. 
Stbugh were not present at the service, 
and Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman had the 
closing word. He said he wished to 
leave as his parting message a word 
concerning the futility of certain per- 
sons who undertook to preach salva- 
tion and teave out of it the blood of 
Jesus Christ. 

There were songs by Harry Maxwell, 
Fred Butler and Mr. and Mrs. William 
Baker, the latter being the well-known 
blind singers. Imagine, if you can, 
anything more touching than these two 
blind people singing, “Once I was blind 
but now I can see.” They melted the 
audience. 

With clasped hands in little circles 
all over the church, the great audience 
sang, Blest be the Tie that Binds,” 
and the revival campaign was over.

HOTEL THIEVES IN 
NO GREAT DANGER. 


HAT thé Angelus Hotel robbery by 
which $830 was stolen from the ho- 
tel safe Saturday under the noses 
ot the office force, was the work of 
profession thieves, the police detect- 
ives are willing to admit and they add 
that it was one ot the best-planned 
and most carefully-executed jobs ever 
done in this city. For a time the offi- 
cers worked on the theory that the 
theft had been committed by some per- 
son in the employ of the hotel, this 
idea having its origin in the fact that 
the thieves must have possessed 4 
thorough knowledge of the habits of 
the office force and of the “lay of the 
land.” This theory has been aban- 
doned now and the detectives are try- 
ing to ascertain whether any kriown 
professional crooks, capable of turning 
that kind of a trick, have been in the 
city within the past week. 

It is believed that the robbery was #0 
planned that the thieves expected to 
secure a much larger sum. Half an 
hour before the theft was committed 
there was a-roll of bills containing 
several thousand dollars in the safe 
and it was probably this roll that the 
thieves were after. 


A change in the custom of banking 
the hotels money is all that prevented 
the greater success of the plot laid by 


the thieves, and it so happened that on 


Saturday the money was sent to bank 
half an hour earlier than usual. The 
money left in the safe was to have 
been used for the current expenses of 
the house, for the accomodation of the 
guests and to pay some of the em- 
ployés. 

The greatest difficulty with which 
the detectives have been confronted 
lies in the fact that at the time of the 
robbry there were so many persons 
in that part of the hotel that the em- 
ployés at the desk do not know which 
of them were implicated in the crime. 
It has, therefore, been impossible for 
the detectives to secure an accurate 
description of the persons who might 
have taken part in the theft. 

The aid of the members of the local 
branch of the Pinkerton bureau has 
been invoked to assist the police de- 
tectives in their efforts to capture the 
thieves. The Pinkertons are supposed 
to know all the big hotel thieves in 
the country. 

It is now believed that four men 
were implicated in the job. One en- 
gaged the clerks, one did the tele- 
phoning, another kept a lookout for 
possible interference from the outside 
and the fourth man stole the money. 
It is also believed that other places 
had been selected where similar thefts 
were to have been committed, but a 
warning sent out by the police depart. 
ment caused such a close watch to be 
kept that further attemots at robbery 
were abandoned.

Can Incorporate as Town of 
the Sixth Class. 


Preachers Can't Expect Help 
from Supervisors. 


To incorporate Ascot Park and en- 
virons as a city of the sixth class and 
run it as a “wide-open town” is the 
threat of the race-track gamblers. 

They have heard of the new and hos- 
tile move now being planned by the lo- 
cal preachers; this is their retaliation. 

These two forces are about to jock 
horns in good earnest; probably within 
the next week the acht will be on. 

Instead of waiting for the Legisla- 
ture to act on the Espey Bill, it has 
been arranged by the reformers to pe- 
tition. the Board of Supervisors to kill 
Ascot Wookmaking by local applications 
of anti-gambling law. 

The Ascot gamblers have heard of 
the scheme and are waiting with their 
backs humped up. 

The plan originated at a recent meet- 
ing of the Ministerial Union, when a 
committee was appointed to prepare a 
petition and ordinance to present to the 

and to use every honorable 
effort to push them through. Rebert J. 
Burdette heads the committee. 

The ministers thought they should 
get after the Supervisors at the same 
time that the Espey Bill is before the 
Legislature, and make it all one d 
movement. They made no mention o 
suppressing the liquor selling, the idea 
apparently being that, if the pool sell- 
ing is stopped, there will be no one at 
Ascot to whom to sell liquor. 

ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE. 


mittee, Mr. Burdette has been in con- 
ference with Rev. EK. 8. Chapman of 
the Anti-Saloon League. 

The Anti-Saloon League is bound by 
the terms of an agreement not to in- 
terfere with the liquor selling; but thie 
new plan will enable the league to get 
at the Ascot bar in another way.

At that 
time it fell through because of a dis- 
egreement as to whether nickel-in-the- 
slot machines should be included in the 
forbidden gambling devices. 

The Supervisors have heard that the 
matter is soon to de put up to them; 
they are not happy. The fact is that 
even the best friends of the preachers’ 
movement have small hope of the pres- 
ent board passing anything against 
the racing gamblers. 

It is certain at any rate that such a 
reform movement will be killed until 
after the present meet at the park. 

The Solid Three of the Board of Su- 
pervisors doubtless take much m- 
fort out of the grumbling threats t 
have been heard from the Ascot book- 
jes—the threat of incorporation. 

AS TO A NEW CITY. 

The bookies have the right to forma 
city of the sixth class if they car get 
500 inhabitants; this done, they can 
make their own police regulations and 
ignore the board's ordinances. 

It is said that they have enough peo- 
ple in the vicinity of the park and now 
in the park to show the requisite pop- 
ulation—at least during the racing sea- 


son. 

Under the law, the Supervisors have 
no discretion as to granting a petition 
to incorporate; they must grant the 
petition. 

The board has, however, the power to 
regulate the boundaries of the proposed 
town: they might so regulate them as 
to lose a part of the necessary popula- 
tion. This would be considered fraud 
in the law, however. 

But the present Board of Supervisors 
is not believed to be of a mind to act 
against the interests of the park.

RATE LEGISLATION. 

“The pending rate legisiation in 
Congress,” said Mr. Gates, “by no 
means should be used as a bear argu- 
ment in connection with the railroads 
of the country.

PECULIARITY OF LAW ENABLES 
WILLIAMS TO LOCATE. 


Police Sergeant Saw His Oppor- 
tunity and Filed on Frontage at 
San Pedre, and Now Seeks to 
Quiet His Title te Half a Million 
Worth of Property. 


For the last year or two there has 
been a scramble for possession of the 
water front at San Pedro, and it now 


appears that there are other means of 


getting possession than petitioning the 
Board of Supervisors for a franchise. 
George H. Williams, one of the police 
Sergeants of this city; is claiming 
about 2800 feet of the frontage, and 
hat just brought suit against the city 
of San Pedro, the Southern Pacific 
Company and the E. K. Wood Lumber 
Company to quiet hie title. 

This frontage is right in the inner 
harbor and the property will be worth 
the better part of half a militon doi- 
lars before many years. 

When the old law regulating the tak- 
ing up of tide lands was passed it was 
provided that the tide lands of San 
Francisco, and within five miles of its 
boundaries, the tide lands in the city of 
Oakland, and within Jive miles of its 
boundaries, and within two miles of 
the exterior boundaries of any incor- 
porated town or city, should not be 
subject to location. It will be here 
noted that while the tide lands “with- 
in stated cities were to be considered 
exempt from location, the rule was not 
made to apply to other incorporated 
cities. It was only made obligatory on 
tide lands “within two miles of their 
exterior boundaries, without mention- 
ing anything about the tide lands in- 
side the boundaries. 

One Timms—after whom Timms’s 
Point is named at San Pedro—located 
fifteen acres of the water-frontage tide 
lands, and in due course obtained his 

tent without demeur. In 1901 Police 

rgt. saw his opportunity, 
and knowing a good thing when he saw 
it, located thirteen acres of tide lands, 
beginning at the boundary of Timms's 
location. But afte? the te had is- 
sued to him a certificate of purchase 
Williams ran up against a snag. Sur- 
veyor-General Wood refused to certify 
to the patent, on the ground that the 
two-mile limit mentioned in the law 
bearing upon tide lands included by in- 
ference the inside the itncorpo- 
rated city itself. 

In the meantime the Southern Pacific 
Company and the E. K. Wood Lumber 
Company obtained leases from the city 
of San Pedro of this frontage, and to- 
gether have expended about $75,000 in 
building wharves and other improve- 
ments. To bring the matter to a focus 
Attorney Hupp and Attorney Duncan, 
wh. havemadeasrpecialtyof land cases, 
representing Williams, have brought 
a suit to quiet title, and at the 
hearing the court will be asked to in- 
terpret the law of location. If Wil- 
Hams is knocked out then, it is con- 
tended that there will be chaos, for 
Timms is only one of a number who 
obtained title in this identical way.

best—and an Italian peanut vender, 
named Frank Johns—another  mis- 
nomer—engaged in a bout at No. 136 
San Pedro street. They were joined 
in their carousal by a third Italian, 
named Jack Cresello, who was sup- 
posed to have money. Mistiera got his 
accordion and began playing. Muscat 
wine was there in plenty, and the 
three Italians enjoyed themselves. 
About 5 o'clock in the afternoon the 
landiord came to listen, and was 80 
charmed that he took Mistiera and 
Cresello to a near-by saloon to treat 
them. 

Meantime Johns was putting the fin- 
ishing touches to his push-cart, it be- 
ing near time to take his popeorn and 
peanuts along the line where they are 
in demand. Suddenly Cresello returned 
and at once charged Johns with hav- 
ing stolen $25 from him. While this 
argument was going on, Mistiera re- 
turned, and at first took no part in the 
quarrel, but when an encounter was 
imminent he pushed in between the 


men. Then Cresello swore that if Mis- 
tiera and Johns didn’t return the 
money they had taken from him, he 
would kill n. Mistiera, with Italian 


bravado, pulled his pocket-knife and 
threw it down, sticking it in the floor. 
Sresello cried out, “Give me a knife; 
let me get a knife.” but Mistiera 
pulled his own knife from the floor and 
caught Cresello by the coat. The lat- 
ter put his hand in Mistiera’s face and 
shoved him away, and both men then 
walked out of the shack. 

Shortly afterward Cresello was found 
lying dead outside, with a knife wound 
in his abdomen. It is believed that 
when Cresello shoved Mistiera away 
he received the stab that caused his 
death. Johns, who was the only wit- 
ness of the quarrel, is not telli any- 
thing more on the witness sta than 
he can help, and he denies seeing Mis- 
tlera using his knife. On the contrary, 
he stated that when he found Cresello 
lying outside. he thought that Creselle 
was simply in a drunken stupor. He 
and some friends carried him inside. 
and waited for him te awaken, but it 
developed later that he was dead. 

Police officers will testify that Mis- 
tiera confessed the Killing after his 
arrest at Santa Paula.

BAD LUCK Of- 
FAVORITES. 
Only Two Finish First in 


Six Races. 


Fireball Gets Second Event 
at Long Price.

Ex-plunger Gates Sees Sport 
from Private Bow.

Favorites had a bad time of it at 
Ascot yesterday and those who per- 
sist in playing the ones that some fel- 
low picks as likely winners, didn't win 
very much money, and in fact lost a 
lot, for only two favorites finished 
first. 

Yesterday might be considered an- 
other good-thing day, but the books 
had the best of the argument by a 
large majority, notwithstanding the 
fact that three of the winners figured 
to be first. Two of the others were 
outsiders that should not have been 
overlooked, and one was a new horse 
that had never started here and on 
which no one could get a line. 7 

The best winner of the day for 
those who had him was Fireball in 
the second race, who galloped in first 
at the fat price of 15 to 1, and it is 
more than likely that his victory was 
in a very large part due to the good 
riding of Willle Dugan. Fireball has 
been in some very good company dur- 
ing his last two or three races and, 
while he did not show much, he was 
probably reserving his speed for yes- 
terday. At all events he was com- 
pletely overlooked, for the field against 
him was a good one. It might be 
stated, however, that this was only 
one race of six that were hard to pick, 
and those that dumped themselves on 
the day had the satisfaction of know- 
ing that the horse they liked had just 
as good a chance to win as the one 
that did. This is poor satisfaction, 
but those who play the races always 
like to have something to hang an ex- 
cuse on. 

Jockey Dugan started out yesterday 
with the idea apparently of showing 
some people that he could ride, and he 
certainiy proved it. He had six 
mounts, and on only one was he out- 
side of the money, and this was with 
the strongly-played Watercure in the 
fifth race. He won the first race with 
Ala Russell at 6 to 1; the second with 
Fireball at 15 to 1; was second in the 
third with Orchan at 12, 6 and 8 to 2: 
third on Requiter in the fourth at 4 
to 10 a show; outside the money with 
Watercure in the fifth, and third with 
the 3-to-1 favorite Varro in the last 
race. This ise a very good record, and 
those who followed him across the 
board in every race made money. He 
probably could not make a showing 
with Watercure because the old horse 
ie not the best in the world, but on 
the others he did as well as anyone 
could ask. 

The feature race of the day was the 
fourth, which was a free handicap at 
seven furlongs, and thie was won in a 
drive by the favorite Fustian from the 
in-and-outer Kenilworth, Requiter be- 
ing third. Fustian is a very 
horse just now, And it will take a very 
good one to beat him for the next two 
starts, with any kind of racing luck, 
for he ran the seven furlongs yester- 
day in 1:26%. The unreliable Kenil- 
worth shot out in front at the bar- 
rier’s rise and led everythi three or 
four lengths clear around tbh the back 
stretch, but Walsh doubtless forced 
too hot a pace and had not enough to 
finish on, for Fustian and Requiter 
caught Kenilworth in the stretch and 
Fustian ran past him when the big 
brown horse faltered a moment at the 
paddock gate. Warte Nicht, Blissful, 
Sais and Atlantico were played brisk- 
ly by their friends, but seemed to be 
very much outclassed, by the way 
the race was run. 
Sinner Simon took the third at 5 to 
1 from Orchan, on whom there was a 
very strong wise play across the 
board. The hot favorite Invader didn't 
invade much, for he could not get into 
the money, but did about as well as 
the others who also ran. 
The warm favorite Tryon captured 
the fifth race and was heavily played 
by the wise brigade, the 2 to 1 price 
being cut to 8 to 5 at post time by the 
weight of money going in. Golden 
Light was also strongly bet across and 
easily ran third, just eating up horses 
as it were, in the last sixteenth. 
Bronze Wing at even money a show 
looked juicy to many and they went 
to him. 
Golden Ivy won the last race at 7 to 
1, Straggier running second and the 
%-to-1 favorite Varro third. This was 
what might be called a high-weight 
handicap dog race, for the weights on 
the horses were heavy. Varro and 
Capable had 131 pounds and five oth- 
ers of the thirteen starters had 121 or 
over. Notwithstanding this the time 
of 1:46% was very good for the distance 
that the Emperor of India ran in 1:44. 
John W. Gates, the ex-race track 
sport and plunger, was at the track, 
but it is said that he spent the most 
of his time in a box with his party in 
the grand stand, but mate one little 
piker bet for a lady friend of a few 
dollars.

CALIFORNIA GETS GRAND PRIZE 
FOR QUARTZ MINING. 


Many Medals Awarded to Califor- 
nia Exhibitoré in Mining Section of 
St. Louis Exposition—tos An- 
geles Capital Developing Lower 
California Placere—Bisbee Merger. 


According to the circular just issued 
by State Mineralogist Aubury, Califor- 
nia bas well sustained her reputation 
as a mining State and has received her 
share of the medals of honor awarded 
at the St. Louis Exposition for mining 
displays. The honors extend from the 
erand prize given to the State for gold 
end quartz mining, to the bronze med- 
als for minor products, the first dem- 
onstrating that California still holds 
the right to the title of the Golden 
State, and the others showing her prog- 
ress a& a producer of other mining 
products. The latter include copper 
ores, magnesite, terra cotta, granite, 
tourmaline and crystals and many oth- 
er varieties of building materials, as 
well as mineral Vaters. 

The exhibits and the awards are not 
confined to the products themselves, 
but extend to the articles manufac- 
tured from them, the machinery used 
in exploiting them and to the mining 
and scientific publications of the State 
bearing upon them. 

Gold medals awarded to the State are 
as follows: For general mining exhitit, 
gold orec, general exhibit of mineral 
waters, building stone—composite arch 
and magnesite. 

Silver medals were given for dis- 
plays of infusorial earth, copper ores 
and mercury cinnabar. 

The following State exhibits received 
bronze medals: Lepidolite, clay, soda, 
niter, sali, mineral paints and iron ore. 

The State Mining Bureau is also 
awarded gold medals for its exhibits 
of gold and gold ore; for its literature 
on mining, and for a model of a stamp 
mil: a silver medal for its maps and 
photographs, and a bronze medal for 
quartz crystais. Mr. Aubury is person- 
ally awarded a gold medal for his work 
as collaborator. 

Some forty-five corporations and 
firms receive medals. The following 
frou: Southern California are included: 
F. W. Braun & Co., Los Angeles, 
assay and ore-testing laboratory ap- 
pliance received a gold médal.

Though disap- 
pointed, the eastern scientist who was 
to have lectured on “Radium” being 
detained by a washout somewhere out 
in the desert, messengers were sent out 
in haste even as the club members were 
assembling, and captured a humorist, 
who has hurried in to supply the en- 
tertainment. 

Ralph Parlette, the well-known lec- 
turer from Ada, O., is the man who 
saved the day. He explained to the 
club that he had been apprised of the 
part he was to play twenty minutes 
previously, and had come on a dead 
run without his case of samples, so to 
speak. He was an example, he thought, 
of having greatness thrust upon him 
and in speaking of “greatness” he re- 
minded his hearers that some men are 
born great, and shrink; some men 
achieve greatness and swell up; I can 
neither shrink nor swell,” said he, but 
I will do the best I can to at myself 
to the situation.” 

This he proceeded to do with the 
agility of the true humorist. Taking 
“Greatness” for the subject of his im- 
promptu address, he preached the gos- 
pel of sunshine and laughter, and the 
greatness of simple, thankful, joyful 
living in a manner to make the prov- 
erbial wooden man smile and the mis- 
anthrope against whom he was in- 
veighing to cure himself with a laugh. 

“You needn't think that you are liv- 
ing.“ said he, “just because you are 
not underground, and there is a great 
difference between living and being 
alive, between the reciproca| and the 
vegetable existance. 

There is also a great difference be- 
tween a leaner and a lifter; some peo- 
ple suck up everything like a sponge, 
and you can't get anything out of them 
without squeezing them; and some peo- 
ple can lift you way up above the price 
of corner lots, up into the pure sun- 
shine of existence.” 

Mr. Pariette gave a picture of the 
long-faced, groaning Christian, taking 
a certain Aunt Jane of his who had 
been born in the Mosaic dispensation 
as the groaning example thereof. 1 
believe in long faces,” he said, “but 1 
believe in the ones that stretch the 
other way.”

FAMOUS WINTER PALACE. 


Largest Residential Building in the 
World, Except the 
Vatican. 
{Philadelphia . Press:] The Czar of 
Russia does not live in the Winter Pal- 
ace in St. Petersburg, although a suite 
of apartments is always kept in readi- 
ness for him to occupy when he comes 
into the city to attend to matters of 
business or to appear at one of the 
great state functions which are al- 
ways held in that palace, and are the 
most splendid social events of all the 
world. The Czar has twenty-one pal- 
aces aiways ready for Sim to occupy. 
Two of them are in the southern part 
ol the empire, where he often goes in 
the summer. One is on the shores of 
the Black Sea, a most attractive place, 
where in July and August it is usually 
much cooler than in St. Petersburg. 
His favorite residence is at Tearkoe 
Selo, where Catherine the Great lived 
in splendor, surrounded by er lovers 
and the poets and painters, musicians 
and men of learning whom she at- 
tracted to Russia from all Europe. 
The great palace at Tsarkoe Selo is 
an ugly. monstrous pile, an architec- 
tural nightmare, as one author has 
called it, of every 
fault and Illustrating every blunder 

that an architect should avoid. 

It is retained very much as she left 
it, and has never since been occupied 
by the imperial family. But within the 
grounds, which cover over 2000 acres 
of garden and foresis is a French 
chateau. erected by Alexander II for 
his morganatic wife, the Princess Dol- 
gorouki, which i# very attractive and 
comfortable, and it has been the habit 
of the present Empress and her moth- 
er-in-law to go there at the birth of 
their children. Nicholas II has oceu- 
pied it almost continuously during his 
reign. It is too small for a court, and 
he loves quiet. It is easy to reach from 
St. Petersburg, and his ministers can 
come to him in an hour’e notice when- 
ever he wishes to see them. a 

Aa 1 have said, the entertainments 
at the Winter Palace which occur upon 
certain anniversaries, are more mag- 
nificent than those of any other court 
of Europe, and are unsurpassed both 
for magnificence and for the orderly 
manner in which they are conducted. 
in the first plate the Winter Palace is 
th: largest residential building in the 
world except the Vatican. It is conaid- 
erably larger than the palace of Louis 
XIV of france at Versailles. It ts 
twice the size of the Capitol at Wash- 
ington, containg 1766 rooms, and in 
olden times as many as %% people 
have been sheltered and fed under ita 
roof. It was originally built by § the 
Empress Anne in 1734, but was recon- 
structed at a cost of $25,000,000 in 1839, 
after having suffered injury by fire. 

The throne roor. is a magnificent 
apartment of marble—so large that the 
entire White House at Washington 
might be erected within its walle—and 
there the Czar receives the congratu- 
la..ons of the Diplomatic Corps, the 
high officials and ecclesiastics, the of- 
ficers of the army and navy and the 
nobles on New Year's Day. The hall of 
St. George le perhaps the most splendid 
apartment in the world, being 140x84 
feet in size, and 60 feet high, the walls 
being lined with a fine Italian marble 
and the ceiling being of carved and 
glided oak. There are several other 
magnificent apartments of etate with 
long lines of reception rooms, draw- 
ing-rooms, art galleries, banquet halis, 
Chinese rooms, Persian rooms, Jap- 
anese rooms, Turkish rooms, Pom- 
pelian rooms, Roman rooms and others, 
setting forth an example of the lux- 
ury, the taste and the fabrics and fur- 
niture of different ages and races, 
There is an enormous room, 40x50 feet 
square, with walls and ceilings of pur- 
ple glass, and others of yellow, blue 
and scarlet glass. There is a gold 
room, a silver room, in which the walls 
and woodwork are lavishly ornament- 
ed with those metals. a red marble 
room, a green marble room and a crys- 
tal room, where there is a chandelier

Burke contributing $500 and they their 
labor, and that the remaining $11,500 
due on the property be obtained from 
the sale of the ore.

OCEAN PARK. Feb. 21.—At a meet- 
ing of the City Trustees tonight per- 
misrion was granted to F. V. Dunham 
to build a pleasure pier at the foot of 
Navy street, to cost $40,000.

BRICK TOO SMALL? 

Size, rather than weight, of brick is 
now the question. C. L. Powell, one 
uf the contractors who is building the 
Los Angeles outfall sewer, while vis- 
iting this beach made the statement 
that the semi-vitrified bricks now be- 
ing supplied from the Santa Monica 
plant of the Los Angeles Pressed Brick 
Company for the outfall sewer are 
about 10 per cent. smaller in sige than 
those called for under the contract.

The brick now being shipped from the 
Santa Monica factory are those which 
had been manufactured and were on 
hand before the contract was executed 
with the city. Larger dies wit be 
used in the manufacture pf brick made 
to fill the order for the séwer.
